COMFEDERATE BOHDS, 


Pa y a Highe r Ra te o f Inte re s t Tha n 
Unite d Sta te s Bonds . 
Incredible as it seems, 
in view of 
tliousmi ls and 
hundreds of 
thou­ 
sands of worthless confederate bank­ 
notes, stiil treasured as mementoes 
of ] )ast wealth, a confederate bond 
up to the present day pa}'s a higher 
rate of interest than even a United 
States bond. 
Mr. Fred Loohr, of St. Louis, an 
c.x-confederate soldier, is authority 
for this statement, 
which is con­ 
firmed by a, prominent, brolcer here. 
DuriiiL^ the second year of the war 
the Bank of England issued a series 
of 
cotton 
bonds, 
worth 
$1,000 
apiece, and about 20 of those bonds 
arc still held in this country. 
They 
are as good as gold, drawing inter­ 
est at the rate of eight per cent, 
per annum, which is regularly paid 
by the English government. 
Mr. Loehr has in ids possession a 
number of $1,000 and $10,000 bonds 
which the confederate government 
issued 
to the 
Virginia 
Fire and 
Marine 
insurance 
conqiany 
and 
which are valuable only in a reminis­ 
cent way. 
He lias also a pile of 
banknotes of every denomination, 
and delights in showing them to his 
friends. 
‘ Tt took one of those (a $100 note) 
to pay for a pair of low-cut shoes,” 
said Mr. Loehr not long ago, 
“ and 
soldiers paid $1,000 fo r a uniform in 
those days. 
But that didn’t make 
times good, and the man who got the 
shoes and the uniform was better off 
than the fellow to whom ho paid the 
note.”

the art of the former become, and so 
fine an artist the forger; so elabor­ 
ate his plots and (*onspiracies to 
catch even the wariest of directors 
and collectors, that often the only 
safety lies nowaday s 
in 
written 
guarantee and proved provenance 
from one reputable collection to an­ 
other. 
I need not refer to any even 
of the most notorious forgeries in 
South Kensington museum, for that 
is obviously the duty of a properlv' 
appointed committee 
of 
experts 
which should at the earliest possible 
moment be coastituted. 
I do not 
agree with Sir J. C. Robinson’s first 
proposal that such frauds should be 
destroy ed out of all existence. 
I believe that a far better purpose 
would be served by branding them 
indelibly as forgeries, and bringing 
them together in a single room, to 
form an edify ing forgery exhibition 
by themselves, with a lf particulars 
as to the dealers from whom thev 
were obtained, and the price which 
was paid for them. 
The educational 
value of such a collection would be 
considerable, and, as an object les­ 
son, instructive m distinct way s to 
collector, student, forger and direc­ 
tor; and only a little moral courage 
would be required to act on the sug­ 
gestion.

ADVENTURE WITH APACHES. 


Anson Folioway, 
who 
removed 
from Newark, N. J., last Octob er, to 
oegin life as anut-farm or and cattle­ 
man in the valley of the Gila, Ari- 
TOna, iiives a thrilling description of 
ms adventure with some of the 
Apaches who, in Decemb er, 189 5 
escaped from the San Carlos reser­ 
vation and went on the war-path. 
For nearly ten years the remnants 
of this race have b een confined on 
reservations, b ut occasionally some 
of them elude the soldiers who guard 
them and run wild across the coun- 
tp*. 
Then, for a few furious days, 
they enjoy a carnival of b lood and 
scalps till shot down b y the pur­ 
suing cavalry, 
or 
caught, 
court- 
martialed and hung. 
. The Followay family consisted of 
Anson, 20 years old, who tells what 
happened; an older b rother, Wil­ 
liam, who was a deaf-mute; their 
mother, Mrs. Wilma Followay, and 
little Rufus, 
a lad six years old. 
Anson was virtually the head of 
the hou.seliold, and it was from his 
desire to gain more in life than lie 
could hope for as a salesman in 
Newark that the family had removed 
to Arizona. 
^ On the 3d of Decemb er the first 
load of the Foliowa}-s’ household 
property, including provisions, had 
b een drawn from tliQ railroad to 
their new adob e house, where they 
had already passed two nights. 
The 
remainder of their goods, including 
a stove and a melodeon, had arrived, 
and on the morning of the 5th An­ 
son drove to the station with a span 
of horses and wagon to get them. 
William, the deaf-mute, accompanied 
him to drive the horses on the way 
homeward, for Anson meant to lead 
b ack a saddle-liorsc which had ar­ 
rived for them from an uncle at 
Deming. 
Little Rufus was taken 
with his b ig b rothers b ecause he had 
teased Anson to let him go and ride 
b ack on the saddle-horse. 
It was a clear, b right, cool morn­ 
ing, and as they had made a very 
early start, they were on their way 
b ack b y 10 or 11 o'clock in the fore­ 
noon. 
The load was b ulky; the 
stove, melodeon and a cab inet-b ed 
occupied the b ody of the wagon, 
with two b arrels and a quantity of 
mattresses and b edding lashed on 
ab ove. 
In front were three or four 
b ags of meal and “shorts,” which 
afforded a seat for the deaf b rother, 
William, who was now driving. 
Anson sat b ehind and led the sad­ 
dle-horse b y a long rope halter, 
while little Rufus proudly rode the 
horse, holding fast to the animal’s 
mane. 
It was his first experience 
on horseb ack. 
Sudvdciilv Anson, as he sat facing 
*/ 
■ 
o 
to the 
rear, 
saw 
three painted 
Apaches in the road b ehind the 
wagon—not more than 50 yards dis­ 
tant. 
Even then it did not occur 
to him for the instant that the In­ 
dians 
meant 
mischief; 
b ut 
thev 
raised their carb ines. 
Before Anson could call out or 
get up, a shot struck one of the b ar­ 
rels b ehind his head, and another 
b ullet knocked off the hat of the 
deaf b rother. 
As the Indians fired 
they yelled—the frightful, quavering 
Apache yell—and made a sudden 
dash forward to overtake the wagon. 
But the firing had startled the 
•horses, 
and they started to run. 
The saddle-horse, vvdtli little Rufu.^ 
on its b ack, leaped b y the wheel of 
the wagon, and nearly pulled Aiison 
off. 
But he held to the lashings of 
the b arrels with one hand and the 
halter wiili the other until, seeing 
tha t the savages were closing in, he 
threw the end of the lialter over the 
horse’s b ack and shouted: “Hang to 
his mane, Rufe! 
Let him go! Make 
him run I ” 
The deaf William had, of course, 
heard nothing; b ut as he saw and 
felt the commotion 
he attem pted 
first to rein in the horses, and then 
rose woiideringly to look b ack over 
the top of the b arrels. 
By this time 
one of the Apaches had 
run up 
within 20 feet of the b ack of the 
wagon and raised his carb ine to 
shoot again. 
Anson, wdio was still holding on 
b y the rope lashings b ehind, thought 
that his last moment had come; b ut 
the Apache, who prob ab l^^ wished to 
stop the wagon, fired at William, 
who fell off the load; the shot had 
struck him. 
A t the rejiort the horses sprang 
forward again, just in time, as it 
chanced, to save Anson from a b low 
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from the earlnne of tlie Apacb e. 
Ho was leaving them b ehind; the 
horses, thorongiily frightened, ran 
at s}) 
the wagon slatting and 
b umnin jo v w the ruts and holes of 
tliC tra.ii. 
Knowing that his only chance of 
e.^^eapc lay in getting control of the 
h o vs? s and Icoeping them at a steady 
run. An.4on clamb ered over the top 
of til • swaying, l>ounding load, hear­ 
ing, as lie did so, aliove the rattle of 
the v.mgon the crack of the A])aches’ 
cairliines firing at him; b ut the b ul­ 
lets inissoa their 
mark, 
and he 
reached the front of the wagon. 
He found the reins fallen down b o- 
noaln the liorsc.-> and dragging tiiere. 
Anson at once got over tlie dash­ 
b oard, and with his feet o?i tii,' |)o]v>, 
tried to Vvork forward b atw-on the 
galloping horses far enough to iwidi 
the reiiLs. 
While making this haz­ 
ardous effort b o caught glimpso.s of 
little Rufe, still clinging manfully to 
the mane of the saddle-horse, which 
was running, 
dragging 
its 
long 
halter, at some distance ahead. 
Mith a span of galloping horses, 
Anson’s attem pt to get out on the 
polo to their liamos was a dangerous 
one. 
A b ag of meal thrown for­ 
ward off the load nearly crushed 
him, b ut a moment later he found 
himself fairly astride the off horse’s 
b ack, 
holding to the tops of the 
hames. 
He thinks that the horses 
ran for half a mile or more while he 
was trying to get hold of the lines. 
A t last he secured the rein of the 
off horse; b ut that of the nigh horse, 
which was still dragging, somehow 
caught ab out the hub of the forward 
wagon wheel. 
Wound ab out the 
hub , it suddenly drew tightly on the 
nigh horse, nearly threw him down, 
and reined him off the trail. 
As 
Anson had gained no control over 
the frightened b easts, they dashed 
on through b rush and over stones 
for several hundred 
3mrds, when, 
coming to a narrow gulh% team, 
load and rider went into it with a 
crash. 
Anson, still clinging to the lior.se, 
was thrown over its head b y the 
sudden stoppage, and fell with great 
force against the oth('r b ank of the 
gully. 
For a moment ho was quite 
stunned and b reathless; b ut as his 
senses returned, ho sprang up the 
b ank and looked b ack. 
The Apaches were a long way b e­ 
hind, b ut still followed the wagon. 
Just as lie turned to run, one of 
them took a shot at him with such 
good aim that the slug clipped the 
side of his left hand and drew b lood. 
Anson ran as fast as he could, 
hrst to cover of some rocks, and 
thence up a hillside in the direction 
of his new home, which he hoped to 
reach in time to save his mother’s 
life. 
William, he had no doub t, was 
killed, b ut he b elieved that little 
Rufus had escaped. 
Glancing b ack from the top of the 
hill, Anson saw the three Apaches 
at 
the 
wagon, 
overhauling 
the 
wreck. 
Most devoutly hoping that 
they would find something there to 
occupy their attention, he sucked 
the b lood from his hand and ran on, 
veering around toward the wagon- 
trail from 
which 
the 
team 
had 
b olted. 
Presently he came to it, and b e­ 
fore running far met the sacldle- 
hor.se coming b ack alone, 
with its 
halter dragging. The animal seemed 
b ewildered, for it was unused to the 
country thereab out-., and had ap­ 
parently turned b ack to rejoin the 
other horses. 
“ Little Rufe has fallen off its 
b ack!” thought Ansoa. 
“ Oh, if he 
should b o killed! Poor mother, what 
v.muld she feel?” 
Speaking to the 
horse reassuringly, he succeeded in 
catching it, and then mounted and 
rode on at a trot, watching the trail 
on b oth sides sharply for the b oy, 
and calling out to him; b ut ho saw 
nothing of little Rufus, and he durst 
not linger to search lest the Apaches 
should overtake him. 
When Anson reached the house, 
Mrs. Followa 3^ b ecame nearly wild 
b y grief and consternation at the 
tidings which he b rought, and it 
was with difficulty that Anson pre­ 
vented her from rushing out to 
search for the child. 
The young 
man made the house door fast, and 
stood in defense at the window with 
a revolver. 
This was ab out middav. 
As the Apaches did not appear 
after the lapse of an hour, Mrs. Fol 
loway insisted on going* out with 
Anson to look for her sous. 
They 
were unab le to find Rufus during the 
entire afternoon; b ut having b oco ne 
tolerab ly certain that 
the tlireo 
renegade Apaches had left the vicin­ 
ity, they continued their search as 
far as the place where the b ody of 
the elder b rother lay in the road. 
Just at dark little Rufus came 
home of his oivn accord. 
He had 
b een, 
as Anson had conjectured, 
thrown from the horse’s b ack, b ut 
the fall had not much injured him. 
Scramb ling to his feet, ho ran to 
hide himself in 
some 
copses of 
grcasewood scrub which he saw a 
little way off. 
Thence, fearing that 
the Indians would “ track” him, as 
he expressed it, the b oy had run off 
still farther to a gully, where he 
deemed it safest to lie very quiet tiff 
nightfall. 
Next morning Anson ascertained 
that the Apaches had slaughtered 
b oth the team horses at the arroyo, 
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Recant Inq .'ini 3 on a Sub j ct 
poní ant to Min;.r 3. 
Two of tlie most inniortant of the 
papers rea I at the roeeat silling of 
the British assi^ciation were llios 
b y Prof. llaldaue and Prof. Clowes, 
in wliieli they sub mitted the results 
of the investigations they have b een 
simultaneously pursuing for the pur­ 
pose of detecting and measuring the 
presenc ' of carb on monoxide in the 
air. 
The inatti^r is one of no little 
moment to the goiicral ])ub lic, inas­ 
much as the insidious poisonous gas 
is liab le to b o generated where c1:)al 
gas ñ ames aro used for heating and 
cooking. 
It, however, more ]3articu- 
larly concerns the mining world, as 
carb onic oxide is the product of ex­ 
plosions of coal gas or fire damp, b e­ 
ing found in largest quantity after 
colliery explosions, when coal dust 
is mingled with the air, and plays a 
part in the explosion. 
The gas, 
however, is formed in several other 
ways in coal mines. 
It is the prin­ 
cipal gaseous product of the firing 
of cheap gunpowder, known as b last­ 
ing powder, a:ul it seems to l>e in­ 
variab ly formed during the b urning 
of a coal seam. 
The diiiiciilty with 
this oxide is tliat even wlien it is 
present in dangerous proportions it 
is not detectab le in the flame of a 
candle or of an akmhol or oil lamp, 
and long b efore its pr -senco is dem­ 
onstrated it may have b een ab ­ 
sorb ed into the s\"item to a fata! ex­ 
tent. 
Prof. Clowes’ ])rocess of de­ 
tection and measurement consists of 
a hydrogen test llamo. 
An ordinary 
lamp is provided with a hy.lrogen 
flame, the “cap” of which increas'v^ 
in heiglit as the percentage of car­ 
b onic oxide is augmentOvi. 
Unfor­ 
tunately, however, as carb onic oxUle 
is rarely unaccompanied b v inilani- 
inab le gases, 
an 
^essential defect 
would a]vpc:ir fhereliy to exist in 
this somewhat 
rough and ready 
method. 
In Ih’of. Haldane’s test a .small 
quantify of b lood is shaken in llic 
air. 
The presence of tiie carb onic 
oxide causes the b lood to assume a 


3’cllow lint, and })ro]M)rtions of the 
oxide down to .01 per cent, c.in then 
b e detectcvd. 
Prof. 
Ilalvlane de­ 
scrib ed the expi'rirnonts he liad un­ 
dertaken in inlialing the gas. 
There 
is, 1)0 says, notliing ]xiinful in it. 
One effect is t > caus^^ on» ) I > staí» ‘‘’’er 
like a drunken man. 
Th n-e is a 
story of a mlrmr who, recovering 
consciousness 
after an explosion, 
asked: “ Is it thno to get up?” add­ 
ing: “ 1 am very liappy.” 
The op­ 
eration of the gas is slow, b ut run­ 
ning produces faintness, and to b e 
b rought into contact with a b last of 
cold air is highly dangei\)iis and cal­ 
culated to cause death. 
Except for 
the presence of carb onic oxide a 
miner might walk out of a mine 
after an explosion, and it i, sug­ 
gested that an invention of a respi­ 
rator which would ab .sorb the oxide 
would 
]>e valuab le. 
He 
himself 
knows of no such ab sorb ent, and 
until it is discoverel t'm o:ily re­ 
source seems to b e a simple te.st 
long ago proposed an;l often uscil 
witli success, namely, that when a 
man enters an atmosphere which 
may contain a poisonous inmportioii 
of carb onic oxide lie should carry 
with him a mouse, confined in a 
wire cage open freely to the air. 
The mouse will b ecome insensib le b y 
b reathing air containing carb onic 
oxide in ab out one twentieth of the 
time necessary to produce these ef­ 
fects upon man.
